THE PRINT CLUB 

The Print Club has recently been incorporated. Its stated pur- 
pose is "to promote the development of art in the community 
by the acquiring and owning of prints and other art objects and 
things, and presenting prints and other art objects and things 
to The Cleveland Museum of Art; to promote education con- 
nected therewith; to receive donations, gifts, devises or trust 
funds for said purpose, and to do all things incident to the fore- 
going generally expressed purpose." 

This organization marks a most important step in the history 
of the Museum. It is the first group of Museum friends inter- 
ested in a special subject to unite for the purpose of increasing 
their knowledge, of extending the love for prints, and of acquir- 
ing suitable additions to the print collections for presentation 
to the Museum as the gift of the Club. The recently organized 
Print Department thus starts its career with the backing of 
enthusiastic print lovers who intend to do everything in their 
power to build up here an important Museum collection of 
etchings, lithographs and engravings. 

The Club will have its headquarters at the Museum. A series 
of conferences will be arranged during the season, when mem- 
bers will bring prints from their portfolios for comparison, 
papers on different masters will be presented, etc. 

Membership in the Club is divided into three classes 
Founders, who pay $500 per year for five years. 
Benefactors, who pay from $100 to $500 per year 

for five years. 
Members, who pay $25.00 per year. 

The Club starts with several Founders and Benefactors and 
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will soon issue an announcement as to its aims and extend an 
invitation to those interested to join.
